Every box bore a tag 
on which was written in big letters: 


ALD. JOHN POWERS, CHICAGO, ILL, 


Alderman Powers, who was also on the 
train, had wandered with a party of friends 
up to where the game warden was engaged 
with his inspection. On being informed that 
his box did not come within weight the 
Alderman smiled blandly, and, taking the 
warden aside, whispered in his ear “Iam 
Alderman John Powers of Chicago.” 

But that did not make any difference to 
the warden, and all the winking and whisper- 
ing the Chicago man could do did not con- 
vince him. | 

As a last resort, the Chicago Alder man 
said the fish were the property of several 
parties, and that they did not have time to 
pack them in separate boxes, but the warden 
flatly informed Mr. Powers that the fish 
would be held, no matter to whom they be- 
longed or how they came.to be overweight.

NORTHWESTERN TRAIN | 
DERAILED AT LA FOX 
- GOING AT FULL SPEED. 


Saved from Injury by the Couplings, 
Which Did Not Break — Accident 


Caused by the Spreading of Rails. 


La Fox, III., June 11.—[Special.]—The 
Northwestern overland train which left Chi- 
cago at 10 o’clock this morning was wrecked 
here this morning. 

The train approached the station at the 
rate of forty miles and hour, when sud- 
denly the engineer discovered he was being 
signaled to stop. Before he could slacken 
the speed of the train it was totally derailed. 
Passengers jumped through the car win-

A baby was nearly dragged from 
its mother’s arms; two women were attacked 
and part of their clothing torn off; and a girl 
who was cornered beat off her assailants 
with an umbrella. | 

In the face of Governor Stephens’ con- 
tinued refusal to call out the militia,-Mayor 
Zlegenhein issued a amation tonight 
putting the city under the strictest military 
rules. He warns all persons to stay within 
doors and establishes a curfew for children. 
The commands are to be obeyed rigidly dur- 
ing the next three days, in which period par- 
ticular violence is feared. __ 

Cars ran till midnight on all lines in the 
city. Other than the one policeman to each 
car, those who rode were armed decoy pas- 
sengers. 

Popular indignation over the riots of yes- 
terday and the continued acts of violence on 
women knows no bounds. This feeling was 
in no way diminished tonight when thirty 
deputies, being transferred from the north 
to the south barracks, narrowly escaped 
destruction by dynamite. The car be! 
the men was stopped at Clark avenue and 
Twentieth street, opposite the west side of 
the Union Passenger Station, when the 
motorman went ahead to examine a dis- 
colored spot in the street. He found twenty 
sticks of dynamite coyered with capbage 
Girl Beats Mob Away. 

Had it not been for her pluck and skill in 
wieiding a heavy-handled umbrella Lillie 
| Murray, the 16-year-old daushter ot Street 
Inspector Louis Murray, 1616 North Ninth 
street, would have been the victim of a mob’s 
violence as she alighted from a Bellefontaine 
car at St. Louls avenue and Tenth street. 
Miss Murray, who is a pupil of the Webster 
School in North St. Louis, late in the after- 
noon started for the Strassburger Conserva- 
tory in St. Louis avenue to take a music 
lesson. 

When she left the car a crowd of fifty hood- 
lums advanced from Tenth street and in- 
sulted and threatened her with punishment 
for riding on a Transit company car. The 
car passéd on, leaving the girl cornered by 
the mob of yelling ruflans, 

“Teach her a lesson!“ shouted several 
men, starting toward her. 
Tear off her clothes!“ cried the women, 


| who were numerous in the crowd. 


Miss Murray took a firmer grasp on the 
wet weather end of her umbrella and set out 
resolutely for the opposite curb. But the 
mob closed in on her, and a boy who towered 
head and shoulders above the girl made a 
lunge at her. In a flash Miss Murray turned 
and brought the brass-bound handle of the 
umbrella across her assailant’s face. The 
unexpected blow felled him, and another boy 
who ventured to follow the attack received 
a blow that sent him howling away. 

The crowd pressed the girl close to a wall, 
where a man snatched away her umbrella. 
Defenseless and breathless.she sought ref- 
uge in a grocery store at St. Louis avenue 
and Eleventh street, but the proprietor 
ejected her at the behest of the mob. 

Then an old woman at 1100 St. Louis ave- 
nue took pity on the girl and beckoned te 
her to come inside. The police finally dis- 
persed the mob, making several arrests. 


Other Women Attacked. 


South St. Louis was again the scene of 
cowardly attacks on women passengers, and 
in one of these the defender of two women 
was severely beaten for his pains. The 
women had just alighted from a South 
Broadway cable car at Lemp avenue, when 
a crowd of a dozen men set upon them, tore 
off their hats and parts of their clothing. 

The women were thrown into the gutter, 
screaming for help, and their assailants 
were preparing for a renewed onslaught, 
_when Samuel Block, 2308 South Third street, 
a giant driver of a brewery war u, came 
along, perched high on his load“ t kegs. 
Seeing the plight of the women, Block 
jumped down and felled two of the hood- 
lums. 

The men then turned upon Block, who, 
| overpowered by the greater odds, was ter- 
-ribly cut and beaten. The driver at last 
escaped and, standing in the middle of the 
street, with the blood streaming down his 
face, he challenged the strikers.

It will be remembered that 
Mr. Conger cabled on Friday announcing 
that the foreign diplomatic representatives 
contemplated a visit to the Empress, and

‘Position of State Department. 

Secretary Hay cabled Mr. Conger, giving 
him specific instructions in addition to the 
general instructions already sent. With 
reference to the new instructions, an official 
of the State department said: 

Mr. Conger is forbidden to enter into any 
arrangement with any power or group of 


powers. He is to act 4ndependently so far 


as practicable. Of course, he is not to stand 
in the. way of other nations, but is to act 
concurrently with them in anne life 
and property. 

„Mr. Conger may go with other diplomats 
to the meeting with the Empress, but is not 
in any way to commit this government to 
any future action which may be determined 
on jointly by other powers.“ 


No Need for Philippine 


The administration has been most appre- 
hensive of becoming entangled in European 
politics, and because of that extreme cau- 
tion has been exercised in approaching the 
Chinese troubles. Minister Conger cabled 
the State department today that the Pao 
Ting Fu missionaries are safe up to the pres- 
ent, the Chinese government having sent 
troops there with promises of protection to 
the mission. Mr. Conger is skeptical of 
Chinese promises, however, and does not re- 
gard this as assuring permanent safety. He 
said it would not be pessible to send a marine 
guard to Pao Ting Fu at this time. 

It is denied emphatically at the State de- 
partment that General MacArthur has been 
asked as to the number of troops that could 
be spared from the Philippines at this time, 
as no thought has been given so far to the 
employment of American soldiers in China.

LONDON, June 12.— The suicide epidemic 
which began in Derby week continues, and 
the increase in the number of cases is far in 
excess of the corresponding period of any 
previous years or even the July and August 
records, which are usually the heaviest. In 
less than three weeks Coroners’ inquests 
have shown undoubted suicide in 100 cases 
and supposed suicide amounting to another 
hundred cases. 

One Coroner held thirty inquests last week 
and another eighteen. The Thames alone 
accounts for thirty bodies in three weeks, 
and the other deaths were traceable to re- 
volvers, poisons, and razors. The strange 
feature of the epidemic is the obscure motive 
in a large majority of cases. F

DISPATCHES ARRIVE FROM THE RE- 


Colonel Carter, in Command of the 
Forces Marching on Kumassi, Re- 
ports a Battle with the Rebels—Sev- 
en European Officers and Ninety 
Native Soldiers Wounded—Engages 
with Eight Thousand of the Enemy 

No News from Besieged Capital. 


LONDON, June 11.—Colone! Willcocks, in 
command of the Ashanti relief expedition, 
cables from Phrahsu, under date of June 
9, as follows: : 

Have just received a message from, 
Colonel Carter, from Kwisa, reporting that 
he advanced on June 6, effecting 4 junction 
with Captain Hall at Bekwal. He found the 
rebel forces strongly fortified at Dompoasst. 
The fight continued for a long time, and the 
enemy were dislodged, but, on account of the 
loss of seven European officers wounded and 
ninety other casualties, he was unable to 
advance, and returned to Kwisa. 

“There is no news from Kumassi. Hall 
is at Esumeja and Bekwal, which is friendly. 

Kokofu and Adanst are in a state of re- 
bellion. The Donglasst are probably joining 
the rebel forces.“ 

The commandant at the base cables to the 
Colonial office as follows: 

Cape Coast, June 9.—Following is the

JENKINS SUES HIS 
ALLEGED CAPTORS FOR 


$100,000 DAMAGES. 


Action Grows Out of Grain Inspector’s 
Office Scandal of 1898, When Com- 
plainant Says He Was Spirited Away 


Attention has again been drawn to the 
Grain Inspector's offi scandal of 1898 
through the filing of a suit for $100,000 dam- 
ages by Benjamin F. Jenkins against the 
men who, he declares, were instrumental in 
spiriting him away that he might not testify, 
at the trial of State Grain Inspector Dwight 
W. Andrews. 

The defendants to the suit, which was filed 
yesterday in the Circuit Court, are Robert 
E. Burke, Thomas Gahan, chairman of the 
Democratic County Central committee: 
James A. Quinn, city sealer; William Tinlin, 
Matthew J. Leinen, and Thomas Kerwin. 

In November, 1898, prior to the fall elec- 
tions, the then Chief Grain Inspector, An- 
drews, was accused of embezzling funds be- 
longing to the State Warehouse commis- 
sion. Benjamin F. Jenkins, an assistant in 
the Grain Inspector’s office, was implicated 
in the charges of peculation and demanded 
atrial. On the day set for his trial he could 
not be found, and it was declared he had 
been spirited away for fear his testimony 


five days no trace of his whereabouts was 
discovered. When finally located it was 
learned he had been detained at the house of 
Thomas Kerwin, one of the defendants in 
the present suit. , 

Later both Andrews and Jenkins were 
tried and acquitted. Since the trials James 
A. Quinn, Matthew J. Leinen, and William | 
Tinlin have been indicted by the grand jury 
on a charge of conspiracy, the alleged kid- 
naping being the basis of the prosecution. 

In the $100,000 damage suit, which is the 
second step taken by Jenkins against his 
alleged captors, he seeks money reparation 
for the injury to his feelings and reputation.

In these circumstances I deem it my im- 
perative duty to ask that the Council take 
appropriate action in this matter. I would 
respectfully suggest that you refer this 
communication to the Committee on Track 
Elevation, with a view to the passage of 
ordinances ordering all railroad companies 
owning and operating tracks within the 
corporate limits of the City of Chicago to 
elevate every portion of their tracks that 
it may be found necessary to elevate, in or- 
der wholly to eliminate every grade crossing 
in the city, and in case of a refusal on the 
part of the companies to comply with the 
terms of such ordinances as you in your 
judgment may pass, that you direct and au- 
thorize the Corporation Counsel to take

JOTIS SAYS ARMY 
Is BIG ENOUGH. 


Former Governor of Philip- 
_ pines Asserts More Troops 
Are Not Needed. 


— 


Says Filipinos Are the Best Class 
of Asiatics in the 
Pacific. 


General Elwell S. Otis, accompanied by Cap- 
tain Stayden and Lieutenant Stanley, his 
aids, arrived here early this morning, and, 
after visiting the War department, went to 
the White House, where he was closeted 
with the President for two hours. 
General Otis did not make a detailed re- 
port, but furnished the President a great 
deal of information about the condi in 
the Philippines. After the conference Gen- 
eral Otis was asked about the views of Judge 
Taft of the Philippine commission, who is 
reported as saying the war still rages, that 
the army is unequal to its task, and that it 
is too soon to supplant the military régime. 
“Spain never had such complete control 
as we have now,” he asserted. “ The Span- 
ish army never attempted to maintain its 
authority in the interior of the islands. 
Crops, especially in Negros, are in fine shape, 
and the outlook is promising. 
“TIT am not disposed to credit the report 
that Aguinaldo has been killed, although he 
has been in the neighborhood of the locality 
where he was reported to have been shot. 
However, his capture is not a matter of im- 
portance. Aguinaldo is a dead issue. I 
could have brought all the rebel Cabinet 
‘back with me had I so desired. 
“For a number of years it will be impos- 
sible to control the situation with less troops 


| than we now have in the Philippines. When 


the terms of the volunteers expire they must 
be returned to this country, but the troops 
withdrawn must be replaced by others. For 
the present the islands will have to be gov- 
erned by a military government. | 

“I have spent a year and a half among 
the Filipinos, and I want to say they are 
without doubt the best of any race df the 
Asiatic races living on the Pacific coast and 


_islands, Their acquisitive abilities are re- 


markable. The young and old are anxious 
to learn from the Americans and are quick 
to do so if given an opportunity. : 

The demand for schools on the American 
plan is insatiable. It has not been possible 
to secure a sufficient supply of Spanish- 
American text books; the market has been 
denuded of them. When the book hungry 
Filipinos were told this they begged for 
American school books, and declared their 
children could learn from them, even with- 
out the Spanish text and translations. To 
my astonishment I found this to be true, and, 


in the course of a few months, the Filipino 


children picked up a fainknowledge of Eng- 
lish. Even the old natives con the text 
books in the effort to fix English phrases in 
their minds.

THE ST. LOUIS STRIKE. 

Four killed and nine wounded was Sun- 
day's record in the St. Louis street car 
strike, which is just completing its fifth 
week. To concentrate attention upon the 
details of the situation or to look at it 
as an isolated case would be to, view it 
narrowly indeed. Its disorder and disas- 
ter only vary in degree, not in kind, from 
repeated experiences in our chief cities. 
It is a typical rather than a sporadic case, 
and it is for this reason that the para- 
mount issue raised is not as to the condi- 
tions of employment in this\instance, nor 
as to whether or when the militia should 
be called out, but as to whether or not 
labor disputes of this sort should be set- 
tled in this fashion. Must the terms of 
employment, even on semi-public works, 
be resolved by strikes, lockouts, and the 
militia, with civil order completely dis- 


\rupted in the meantime? ‘The exaggerated 


instance in St. Louis merely forces this 
issue into prominen ce. 
To answer this query by the confident die- 
tum that disorder must be put down,“ 
as though this were only a matter of de- 
cision and to be accomplished once for all, is 
to take a superficial view of things, The 
strong arm has its imperative uses, but 
it involves nothing congtructive toward pre- 
vention. It leaves the relations between 
employer and employé just as much sub- 
ject to caprice—and possibly even more 
likely to provoke it—than they were be- 
fore and just as liable to be again thrown 
into chaos. It does not in any sense niitigate 
the fact that the strike and the lockout, as 
methods of deciding industrial disputes, are 
essentially barbaric, undiseriminating, and | 
temporary. They are scarcely more like- 
ly to result in justice thah was fhe “ trial 
by fire,” or to effect permanent peace than 
were the factional conflicts of rival fam- 
ilies in medieval Italian cities. Indeed, if 
the experience of St. Louis were repeated 
in Havana, the papers would scarcely be 
sufficient to hold the confident protounce- 
ments against the capacity of the people 
thereof for self-government. 
The time has fully come for a determined 
search after a better method of adjust- 
ing such difficulties, in confident expecta- 
tion that such attention will not prove 
futile. The Minister of Labor in New 
Zealand, after most patient investigations 
on the subject, finally secured the passage 
in 1894 of a compulsory arbitration law, 
and since then that island, in sharp con- 
trast to its previous history, has free 
from strikes and lockouts. The City of 
Paris has taken upon itself, in the con- 
tract covering the concession, to pri be 
and guarantee the terms of employment 
of its mew underground transit system. 
Glasgow, as is not generally known, finally 
broke off negotiations with 3 com- 
pany for renewing its franc md de- 
cided upon municipal operation of its tram- 
ways because the company declined to con- 
cede certain terms of employment which 
the city demanded, and which, under public 
operation, were immediately put into ef- 
fect. The maximum hours of daily-em-. 
ployment on street car lines have been 
prescribed by law in New York and one 
or two other States, as well as in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 
As compared with any of these ex- 
pedients it would certainly be an equally 
legitimate exercise of public authority to 
require in respect to these semi-public 
works the submission of disputes, on de- 
mand of either side, if not to compulsory 
arbitration, at least to the inquiry and 
recommendation of a conciliation tribunal, 
leaving the moral pressure of the tom- 
munity to reinforce, if necessary, the obli- 
gation of an award upon the party or par- 
ties at fault.

AGUINALDO’S TREACHERY. 

Among the mass of insurgent documents 
discovered by General Funston near San 
Isidro, in the Island of Luzon, is the original 
copy of Aguinaldo’s plan for an uprising in 
Manila and for the massacre of all Amer- 
icans. It is in his own handwriting in the 
Tagalog language, is dated at Malolos, Jan. 
9, 1899, and is accompanied with a full 
Spanish translation. Of its genuineness 
there is no more doubt than of its treacher- 
ous and barbarous nature. This document 
alone is a complete answer to the anti-ex- 
pansionist charge that the clash between the 
Americans and Filipinos on Feb. 5, 1899, 
was due to American aggression. Here is 
undeniable proof in Aguinaldo’s own hand- 
writing that the Filipinos had for at least 
month been preparing, under cover of 
friendly pretenses, to make a murderous 
assault upon the Americans. 1 
Aguinaldo's order was addressed to his 
„ valiant bolomen,” who were to slay all 
‘American soldiers in Manila at a given sig- 
nal. From the housetops they were to hurl 
down heavy furnituré and iron implements 
heated red hot, and were to throw boiling 
oil and water from bamboo syringes. The 
bolomen were to run through the streets, 
slashing and killing Americans wherever 
they met them. They were warned to re- 
strain themselves from looting, ds it was 
particularly desired to show the world that 
and civilized 


people. 

That this savage plot was frustrated does 
not alter the significance of the evidence. 
The document shows conclusively that hos- 
tilities had been definitely determined upon 
by the armed Filipinos and could not be 
avoided. The treaty of peace with Spain 
had not yet been ratified, so that the pres- 
ence of the American soldiers in the Philip- 
pine Islands was a necessary part of the 
campaign to free the Filipinos from the

I expect we will have to close éventually, 
however, because some of the places have 
taken too great advantage of the license al- 
lowed them and have become so conspicuoys 
that it’s stirred things up. When a poolroom 
runs so wide open that the crowd strings out 
to the street, stands on the sidewalk with 
racing tickets and copies of racing papers in 
hand, and listens for results of the races 
yelled in tones loud enough to be heard 
across the street, it's no wonder people make 
Kick.“

Two RAILROADS ARESUED 


NORTHWESTERN AND PUNNSYLVANIA 
ACCUSED or BREAKING LAW. 


Bill Filed by United States Attorney 


Act—Four of Weaker Lines Obtain 
Larger Share of East-Bound Traffic 
and General Unsettling of Rates Is 


Threatened. 

| 
Violations of the “ long and short haul ” 
clause and other sections of the interstate 
commerce act are charged against the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern and the Pennsyl- 
vania railway companies in a bill filed in 
the United States Circuit Court yesterday 
by United States District Attorney, Bethea. 
An injunction is asked restraining the de- 


] fendants from continuing these violations 


of the law, and the bill closes with a petition 
that the railroad companies be compelled 
to pay $500 a day for further violations, after 
‘a date to be named by the court. Judge 
Kohlsaat has entered an order that the de- 
on or 
before June 22. 

The suit is the result of a complaint made 
at a session of the Interstate Commerce 
commission in Chicago several years ago. At 
that time representatives of the Chicago 
Fireproof Covering company offered evi- 
dence that the Northwestern and the Penn- 
Sylvania companies had violated sections 1. 
2, 3, 4, 6, and 7 of the interstate commerce 
law. The testimony showed that on March 


10, 1896, the Chicago Fireproof Covering 
company had shipped from its plant at Sum- 
merdale to Lima O., a carload of asbestos 
covering at the rate of 15% cents a hundred 


pounds, when the rate for that quantity 
It was also 
shown that a shipment of less than a car- 
load, June 13, 1896, between the same points 
was made for 24% cents instead of 19 cents 
a hundred pounds; and on July 26, 1896, less 
than a carload was sent at the rate of 29.26 
cents, when the established rate for that 
day was 27% cents. These overcharges on 
shipments amounted to $6.23, and it is said 
the companies refused to refund the money. 
Weaker Lines Get the Most Freight. 
Four of the weaker lines running east 
from Chicago succeeded in getting 51.2 per 
cent of the total east-bound through ship- 
ments last week. That the other six lines, 
among which are the strong Lake Shore, 
Fort Wayne, and Michigan Central rail- 
roads, failed to carry more than 49 pér cent 
is taken as an indication that the rates 
have been manipulated. Grain, it Is said, 
is taken by some of the roads at from 8 
cents to 10 cents a hundred pounds from 
Chicago to the Atlantic seaboard, and 15 
cents is said to have been the rate at which 
provisions were taken. 

The cut ratés made had the effect of 
stimulating shipments somewhat, and in 
consequence there was an increase over 
the week previous of 6,000 tons. The Erie, 
which has been suffering severely for the 
last six months because its traffic officials 
were slow in learning the methods pursued 
by its competitors, which caused a general 
reorganization of the general traffic de- 
partment of the road, loomed up last week 
with 13.7 per cent, the largest percentage 
of any of the Chicago east-bound roads, 
and the Nickel Plate, Grand Trunk, and 
Baltimore and Ohio roads were close be- 
hind, - Unless there is a speedy revival of 
east-bound business, general demoralization 
in rates cannot be prevented. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago to the Atlantic sea- 
board last week amounted to 61,372 tons, 
against 54,910 tons for the week previous, 
and 62,077 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
5,301 tons, against 4,965 tons last year: 
grain, 40,974 tons, against 41,180 tons; pro- 
visions, 15,007 tons, against 15,932 tons. 


New York Central Accused, 


Evidence was introduced at the meeting 
of the Eastern Joint Passenger committee 
last week that the New York Central has 
been guilty of violating the Presidents’ 
agreement not to pay.commissions. It was 
shown that this road has been selling first- 
class tickets from New York to Chicago at 
$17, while the regular rate is $20. The ex- 
cuse was that the tickets were sold on or- 
ders from the Southern Pacific. There was 
a great pus, not only over this mat- 
ter, but also over the action of some of the 
roads in charging no excess fare on trains 
making the run in less than the stipulated 
twenty-eight hours. General Passenger 
Agent Roberts of the Erie gave notice that 
the excess fare agreement must be strictly 
carried out or he would consider his road 
absolved from further adherence to it, 


Suburban Ticket Restrictions. 
Nothing has been done as yet regarding 
the request of merchants of large suburban 
towns to limit the issue of commutation 
tickets so as to prevent people coming to Chi- 
cago at any time to make their purchases in 
the city. A meeting will be held on fae 
day to consider the matter. 


Fail to Form a General Pool. 

The meeting of Presidents and executive 
officers of Western roads in New York last 
Friday and Saturday failed to bring about 
a general pool or the adoption of any kind 
of an agreement for the maintenance of 
rates. Chairman Jeffery officially declares 
that there is no probability of the Western 
roads making a traffic pooling agreentent.

The Police committee of the City Council 
yesterday took steps to stop the practice 
of detailing policemen to serve at rallroad 
crossings, theaters, hotels, or in the interest 
of other corporations or individuals at the 
expense of the city. The Corporation Coun- 
gel was called on to determine the city's 
right to demand compensation for this serv- 
ice and to draft an ordinance to this end. 

This action affects seventy-five policemen 
and will save the city $75,000 a year. One 
hundred and fourteen policemen are per- 
forming detail work.“ The committee fa- 
vors retaining policemen™ at railroad sta- 
tions, at street railway crossings, churches, 
schools, and city bureaus.

Stops Tearing Up of streets. 

Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
has shut down on telephone, telegraph, and 
electrical companies tearing up new street 
pavements to alter their underground sys- 
tems. He revoked the permit issued by Su- 
perintendent of Streets Doherty granting the 
Chicago Edison company the privilege of cut- 
ting through the asphalt pavement laid last 
fall at State and Washington streets. The 
company must lay the new mains through 
alleys or other streets. 


Drainage Canal Saves Lives. 

There were only two deaths from typhoid 
fever in Chicago last week, as compared to 
seven in the corresponding week of 1899. A 
comparison of deaths from this disease for 
the @rst five months of each of the ten years 
from 1890 to 1898 with deaths in the first 
five months of the present year shows a de- 
crease of 66 per cent from the previous 
minimum and 86 per cent from the previous 
maximum. The saving in human life in dol- 
lars and cents, based on the legislative value 
of $5,000 for each life, is placed at $1,100,000. 
The health authorities say this is due chiefly 
to the operation of the drainage canal. : 

“During the ten-year period,“ says the 
Health department report, there were 3,244 
deaths from typhoid—an average of 324 for 
each five months, with a minimum of 134 in 
1899 and a maximum of 743 in 1891. During 
the five months of 1900 there were 104 typhoid 
deaths—a reduction of 22.4 per cent from the 
previous minimum of 66 per cent and of 86 
per cent from the previous maximum.“ 

It is argued that there are usually ten 
typhoid cases for each death. Other im- 
pure water diseases,“ too, have found fewer 
victims, so that it is estimated that the total 
saving in dollars and cents caused by the 
drainage canal would aggregate $11,000,000. 

The death record for the last week was the 
lowest recorded since the week ended Nov. 
3, 1899. The total number of deaths was 
398, as compared with 419 during the seven 
days preceding and 482 within the same 
period in 1899,
